The meeting elected an executive con¬ 
sisting of seven persons holding offices 
as follows: chairman, vice-chairman, 
secretary-treasurer, publicity and statis¬ 
tics, coaches representative, referees 
representative, and registration and 
competition. This executive was also 
responsible for the drafting of a consti¬ 
tution and by-laws to govern the opera¬ 
tion of the organization. 

It is very gratifying to be able to re¬ 
port a very successful season to date. 

The co-operation of the Recreation 
Board, Town Council, and all other or¬ 
ganizations has been superbly won¬ 
derful. 

The organization is able to report ap¬ 
proximately 80% expansion over the 
1963-64 season. With seven teams, from 
Mites through Juveniles, competition has 
proven difficult to come by. 

In an effort to overcome this problem, 
the Lesser Slave Lake Bantam League 
was formed, consisting of Falher, High 
Prairie, Grouard and Joussard for this 
season. There was a Juvenile league 
set up under the same name at the same 
time comprising High Prairie, Grouard 
and Joussard, which has worked out very 
well to date. 

When these leagues were formed, it 
was and still is hoped that, in view of 
future expansion in the Lake area, minor 
hockey should enjoy steady growth as 
well, hence the name.

classes students participate in the school 
intramural program and in the inter¬ 
school sports activities. 

The school intramural program is 
based on a three house system in order 
to facilitate competition among the stu¬ 
dents. The students are placed at ran¬ 
dom into a house and they must con 
tinue in that house until they transfer 
or finish school. Each house competes 
against the others in sports activities 
as well as drama, art, debating, spelling 
matches, and various other types of com¬ 
petition in which one house will chal¬ 
lenge the others. Points are awarded 
for the above events as well as for 
scholastic achievement. A trophy is 
awarded at the end of the term as a 
reward for the winning house. 

Basketball and curling are the major 
winter sports with others participating 
in badminton, volleyball and ping pong 
The outside activities include soccer, 
flag football, track and field, softball 
and baseball. 

The school boys’ and girls’ basketball 
teams participated for the first time in 
a divisional basketball league extending 
from High River to Slave Lake and in 
eluding Grouard from the Northland 
Division. The High School boys went 
undefeated through league play and 
went on to capture the Divisional Cham¬ 
pionship. The Junior High School boys 
and girls also captured divisional tro¬ 
phies in their respective leagues. Tro 
phies for the league were donated by 
W. R. Duke, Superintendent of Schools 
for High Prairie School Division No. 48, 
R. Sabey, Superintendent of Northland 
School Division, M. Vanderaegen, Mayor 
of High Prairie, and E. G. Wahlstrom, 
Chairman of the High Prairie School 


Division Board. These trophies were 
greatly appreciated and made the com¬ 
petition in the leagues well worth while. 

With the closing of the basketball 
season, preparations are underway for 
the local and divisional track meets to 
be held in May. It is hoped that the 
divisional finalists can go on to a zone 
track meet in June. 

The school gym is also used for func¬ 
tions outside of class instruction.

Miss Judy Rognualdson 
was instructress and came by bus each 
Saturday to give lessons. 

The club decided to send some local 
girls out for training so that they could 
come back and instruct the others. 

Joan Skogstad, Carol Smyth, Vivian 
Prodniak, Bev. Anderson and Janet 
Backie were given bursaries and took 
two weeks of training at Stettler Sum¬ 
mer Skating School. 

Four of these girls instructed some 
75 children the following season and 
this season a very successful ice carni¬ 
val was held. The following year Mrs. 
R. Walker was hired as instructress and 




was assisted by the local girls. The 
next winter the local girls took over 
completely. The practice of ice shows 
was discontinued as the executive felt 
more time should be spent on lessons, 
whereby the children would be able to 
take tests and receive medals for figure 
skating.

In past Albertacraft Exhibitions paintings 
were accepted and exhibited along with en¬ 
tries of crafts. The paintings made up a large 
part of the entries received and, although they 
helped to fill in the exhibition, they played a 
secondary role to the craft entries, for which 
the original concept of this exhibition was 
mainly intended. 

The number of craft entries received over 
the past few years has steadily increased, 
with the result that the painting entries have 
become more and more merely a background 
‘fill’ for the crafts. The Arts and Crafts Divi¬ 
sion now feels that the time has come when 
it would be better to confine the Albertacraft 
Exhibition solely to crafts. We are sure that 
painters will concur with our decision, as it 
is to their advantage and, undoubtedly prefer¬ 
ence, to show their work in an exhibition 
designed for painting entries only. There is 
ample opportunity in Alberta and other prov¬ 
inces for amateur, student and professional 
painters to exhibit. Painting exhibitions for 
all levels have increased during the past few 
years and the opportunities for painters to 
exhibit now far outweigh those for crafts¬ 
men. 

Albertacraft ’65 will be confined to a craft 
exhibition. Related approaches to the major 
crafts will be welcomed, but traditional paint¬ 
ings approaches, such as oil, tempera, water- 
color, etc., will not be included. There is 
often a very fine line between arts and crafts. 
For example, a collage of heavy textures can 
fit into a painting exhibit because of its pic¬ 
torial or compositional effect, but it can fit 
into a craft exhibition as well because of the 
craftsmanship involved and its relation to ma¬ 
terials used in connection with some of the 
major crafts. 

Although Albertacraft ’65 will be limited 
to crafts, we will welcome any entry that pre¬ 
sents new ideas to craftsmen and new ap¬ 
proaches in the use of materials.
